SENATOR FLETCHBER—Yow believe they 
had been all the while doing what they could 
to uncover something in reference. to the 
election in order to unseat you?

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booksellers about the year 1911, 

and I find that while it has not been what 

vou would call a bad year, it has not been 

‘quite as good as was expected, for every 
year in every business, I suppose, is expected 
to bd better than the year before it. The pub- 
lishers do not lay their. disappointment to bad 
times or to automobiles or theaters, moving pic- * 
tures, or any other form of amusement. To 
sum up the situation, the big fish ate the little 
fish, In other words, at the beginning of the 
publishing season there were so many big novels 
by big writers that the smallen writers, the 
great majority, were crowded oyt’ We had at 
the beginning of the publishing season—the fall 
of the year just past--noyels by Tolstoi, Mrs. 
Humphry Ward, Arnold Bennett, Mrs. Wharton, - 
F. Hopkinson Smith, Mary E. Wilkins Freeman, 
Robert Hichens, Jeffery Farnol, Anna Katharine 
Green, W. J. Locke, Margaret Deland, Florence 
L. Barclay, Frances Hodgson Burnett, and Rob- 
ert. W. Chambers. 
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The consequence was that when a customer 
walked into a book store and asked for the 
latest novels he was shown those of these popu- 
lar authors, from which list he helped himself. 
At another season there might have been one or 
two of the best known novelists, with a score 
of writers whose popularity was not so great 
but who would have had a good shew had it 
not been for the overwhelming’ popularity of 
those mentioned. I do not recall a season that 
has had so many big novels to mark. its course. 
The same thing. Is not likely to happen next 
year because many of these writers do not put 
out a book annually. Mrs. Ward does not, Mrs. 
Deland. does not, nor do Mrs. Burnett or Mrs. 
Wharton; Hichens may or may not, Locke usu- 
ally. does, but Farnol does not. Farnol's book, 
Published in 1911, “The Money Moon,” ‘was 
written several years before and was published 
long after its aceeptance. 

While publishers are not discouraged with the 
results of the last season, they are, as I have 
said, somewhat disappointed; but they are going 
heartily into the new year and we will have 
novels from the pens of Winston Churchill, John 
Galsworthy, and certain other of whet are de- 
scribed as the big writers. George Barr Mc- 
Cutcheon will be out with a novel in the fall of 
the present year that will de much to advance 
his reputation. Mr. McCutcheon made his suc- 
cess as a writer of light and airy romance, but 
his new story, which is quite modern and up to 
date, is in an entirely new vein. 

The new year will prabably give us a novel 
‘by David Graham Phillips, for he has left a 
number which are being serialized before they 
Will be published in book form, 
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The Century company has made an aus- 
picious opening of the season's fiction with 
Tante,“ a novel by Anne Douglas Sedgwick. 
This story has already appeared in London. 
Thanks to the revised copyright law, a pub- 
‘sation does not have to be simultaneous, 60 
the publisher on this sidé of the water may 
get the advantage of the prass notices from 
the other side before he puts out his book. 
The discriminating have long ‘appreciated the 
work of this writer, Who is. now Mrs. Basil 
de Sélincourt. She has never, however, ap- 
pea led to the big public; none of her novels 
have been among the “six best sellers,” but 
her admirers have felt that she would come 
into her own in time, and it looks as though 
this had happened with Tante.“ The English 

viewers are in a state of wild excitement 
over the book, and even Mr. Andrew Lang, who 
is more apt to poke fun at a book than to give 
it unstinted . n stands “amazed dy the 
qualities of the althor’s genius,” 

Whatever else may be said of Miss Sedg- 
wick’s novels, they cannot be accused of want 
of originality. Her plots and her characters 
are not of the common every day sort—that is 
they are not usually to be found in novels, 
though they are to be found in real life—but 
it is not only the plot or the character draw- 
ing of Miss Sedgwick’s novels that interest us; 
it is ber keen observation, her understanding 
of human nature. Tante is altogether an 
original performance, The leading character, 
who is Mme. Okraska, the famous pianist; a 
Paderewski among women, has adopted a girl 
who calls her by the German name for aunt. 


To the world she is ithe great . to Karen 
she is Tante.“ I do not know that Miss 
Sedgwick has bit it off in the title ot her 
story, for Mme. Okraska does not suggest the 
aunt as we like to think of that relative. We 
expect aunts’ to be cozy.and affectionate) rath- 
er than forbidding, for with all her fascina- 
tions Mme. OkrasKa was not cozy. She seemed 
to be of a warm, impetuous nature—at the 
same time, she was rather cold and glittering. 

As a pianist she was on the top wave of pop- 
ularity: To quote from the book, There was 
no one in the ‘world like Mme. Okraska, and to 
see and hear her was worth cold and weari- 
ness and hufiger. Not only was she the most 
famous of living pianists, but one of the most 
beautiful of women.” Her very origin de- 
longed to the realm of romantic fiction. Her 
father, a Polish music master in New Orleans, 
had run away with his pupil, a Spanish giri 
of a good Creole family. Their child had been 
born in Cracow. while the Austrians. were 
bombarding it in 1848, Karen's devotion to 
her Tante, how it wiped out every other love 
from her heart, and what the result of. this 
misplaced affection was is the subject of Mi 
Sedgwick's story. It takes no prophet to pre- 
“dict that this book will find more readers 
than any other that this author has written. 
and if she does win out with it I shall be 
glad, for I have been among those who have 
long predicted her ultimate success. Her suc- 
cess in the eyes of thé few was secured with 
her first book, But one cannot Hve on the ad- 
miration of the few. It must be the plaudits 
of the many that brings something more an 
bread, 
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A notable book of a very different nature, 
“SIXTY YEARS: LIFE AND ADVENTURE IN 
THE FAR EAST,” by John Dill Ross (Dutton), 
is a t to be published.. The far east is very 
much to the front at the present time and books 
that show an intimate acquaintance with the 
subject are more likely to be read today than 
they were some years ago. The author of these 
two volumes writes in a very pleasant, familiar 
manner, more as a journalist or a novelist, per- 
haps, than as à dry historian. He has lived a 
most adventurous life, first in southern Russia 
and later in the far east, and he has reason to 
believe that he must be one of the few men now 
living Who possess the material necessary to 
construct such a record as will be found in 
these volumes. -The book is crammed full of 
battle, murder, and sudden death. Adventures 
of every kind came across the path of this au- 
thor. Mr. Ross does not confine the pages of his 
book to recounting the tragedies that he wit- 
nessed in the course of his adventurous career. 

He gives us stories of sentiment and of the 
social life in some ot the out of the way places 
that he visited, for it is hard to get so far away 
that one does not come across colonizing Eng- 
lish people. It is written from a man’s point of 
view and tells the sort of stories that men like 
to read. One ‘gets a very good idea of certain 
phases of life in the east, phases that many 
writers neglect to describe. What ‘Mr. Ross 
says about the Americans in.the Philippines in 
war time is not very complimentary. After 
commenting upon what he has been pleased to 
call the outrageous stege of the Philippines by 
the. Americans he says: “Why not hand the 
Philippines to Great Britain in exchange for h 
West Indian possessions? The Americans cou 
manage a population of white planters and ne- 
groes very well indeed.

‘Baked Chicken Pie—Chicken pies used to be 
baked in the crust, and it was not considered 
absolutely necessary to eat the crust, although 
it Was probably just as wholesome, or more so, 

when light, than the modern pastes. At any 
rate, the baking in this way made the liquid 
part delicious, and this in turn made the meat 
more 80. 

Baked Rice.—-Two cupfuls of cooked rice, 
one-half cupful of small bits of cheese, two 
cupfuls of milk, two eggs, one large spoonful 
of butter, and one teaspoonful of salt. Mix 
well and place in a baking pan with cheese 
and a little butter on top. Bake halt an hour. 

Beef Broth—Two and one-half pounds of 
short ribs of beef with enough cold water to 
cover. Put on slow fire and let simmer for 
two hours or longer, until tender. When at 

„ boiling point add one small onion and two 
sprays of chopped parsley. One hour before 
done add one-fourth cup of rice, one carrot 
cut up and salt. There should be a pint of 
stock when strained. Season and serve. Take 
the two and one-half. pounds of cooked beef, 
spread top with tablespoon of butter and put 
in oven — enough to brown.

WARSHIPS NOT EVEN’ HIT. 


Many Sailors Saved but Great Number 
Are Drowned. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]} 
ROME, Jan. 12.—Seven Turkish gunboats 
were sunk on Jas. 7 in an encounter with 
Italian warships in the Red sea. 

Although the Turks replied to the Italian 
fire, their shots were theffective, and not one 
ot the Italian ships was hit. 

in addition to sinking the seven gunboats, 
the Italians captured the Turkish yacht Fau- 
vette. 

‘The encounter took place outside the Bay 
of Kunfrida, about 500 miles north of Aden. 
Kunfrida its a mal welled town with a gar- 
rien and two forts.- 

The Italian warships which took the prin- 
cipal part in the fight were the crulser Pie- 
monte and the torpedo boat destroyers Gari- 
baldino and Artigliere. They had deen cruis- 
ing in the Red sea in search of a Turkish 


fiotilla supposed to be preparing to convoy a 


military expedition to cross Egypt and join 
the Turkish force in Tripoll. 


Turk Marksmanship Poor. 

The Italian commander in chief had re- 
ceived orders to destroy or capture the Turk- 
ish ships as soon as he encountered them. 
When the Turkish gunboats. were sighted 
a short distance out of the bay the Italians. 
sent shots across their bows and called upon 
them tosurrender. The Turkish vessels gave 
no sign of compliance, and the Italian war- 
ships, began firing broadsides of shelis. 

The Turks did their best to reply, but their 
armament and marksmanship were so poor 
that not one of the [Italian ships wae hit. 

Soon the Turkish gunboats were sinkingand 

their crews began to jump into the water. 

The Italians lowered boats and saved as 


but a great number were drowned. 

The Italians did not. fire at the Turkish 
yacht, and this was the only vessel of the 
enemy's flotilla that escaped destruction. 
The yacht will be brought to Italy under 
convoy. 


Had 24 Gunboats When War Began. 
At the beginning of the war Turkey pos- 
sessed twenty-four gunboats of various 
classes. The identity of those sunk in the 
Red sea cannot be learned until further re- 
ports are received by the Italian: govern- 
ment. 

Italy has had 4 fleet of cruisers and de- 
stroyers cruising in the Red sea since the 
beginning of the war. Among the cruisers 
on ‘this duty are the Piemonte, Calabria, and 
the Puglia. They have been operating from 
a base at Massowa, in the Italian colony of 
Eritrea. On several occasions they have 
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many of the Turkish sallors as they could.

Minister of Finance Promises to 
Give His Answer Today 
to Fallieres. 


PARIS, Jan. 12.— The gravity of the existing 
ministerial crisis is shown by the fact that 
President Fallieres today summoned in con- 
ference the leading statesmen of lranee to 
discuss the best means for the formation of 
a government strong enough to meet all cur- 
rent problems, both domestic and foreign, but 
especially foreign. 

Leon Bourgeois, former prime minister and 
at one time or another the holder of nearly 
every portfolio in the cabinet, to whom in 
recent years the premiership always has been 
regularly offered on the downfall of cabinets, 
declined the honor again, advancing the state 
of his health as a reason for refusing. 

It is generally understood, however, that 


"| he is a candidate for the presidency of the 


republic and wishes to remain free from 
political trammels so as to make the race in 
1913. N 

Theophile Delcasse, minister of marine in 
the late cabinet, was next asked by M. Fal- 
ljeres to form a ministry. He declined the 
offer and recommended Senator Raymond 
Poincare, a former minister of public works, 
now minister of finance, as the man best 
fitted to solve the question. 

M. Poincare, when the office was offered 
to him, requested time for reflection. He will 
not give a definite answer until tomorrow. 

A atriking feature of the present crisis 
is the emphasis in the official communica- 
tions of President Fallieres who has par- 
ticularly discussed with the statesmen the 
foreign policies of France, especially the 
Franco-German accord and its status before 
the senate. —

Second Elgur Symphony 
Is Dull and Cheer less.

LGAR’S second symphony came to a 
first hearing in Chicago at yesterday's 
public rehearsal of the Thomas wr- 
chestra. It is a long and character- 
less work, dull, senseless; cheeriess, 
dismal, blank, and gloomy. Strangely 
enough, it is designed to celebrate the joys 
of life, and bears upon the title page the first 
two lines from Shelley's “ Invocation ” 


Rarely, rarely comest thou, 
Spirit of Delight. 

It is probable that most of those who heard 
the symphony yesterday will protest that 
this quotation is all too apt, for it brought 
no joy to listening ears and hearts. Of the 
various mottoes which the composer might 
have chosen the most appropriate that sug- 
gests itself is the familiar phrase about the 
length of art. The symphony lasts fifty- 
three minutes as Mr. Stock performed it. .In 
that period of time Elgar acomplishes an 
apotheosis of the commonplace unparalleled 
in the literature of the symphony. In form 
the work is a consecration of the sequence; 
in spirit it is a deification of the obvious, 

Its themes are totally devoid of an appeal 
to the imagination. They are marked by a 
singular monotony of rhythmice) structure 
which constant elaboration 
tends to intensify. The work has no atmos- 
phere. There is nothing lofty in it. It is 
devoid of nobility, even as it escapes the 
Vulgar, the bizarre, and the sensational.

One feels that the composer has entirely 
lost the gift of self-criticism. A victim of 
meglomania, he believes that his every musi- 
cal utterance must be of supreme impor- 
tance because he has uttered it. So he elab- 
orates the sundry banalities that have oo - 
curred to him, taking the first thought that 
comes, and following it nonchalantly with 
the next, be it what it may. Variety he has 
avoided. Contrast gives him no concern nor 
has he been at pains to avoid repetition of 
the thoughts r the effects of others. 

Thus one can say that the symphony is 
reminiscent at one time or another of Men- 
deissohn, Debussy, Strauss, Carl Czerny, and 
that admirable person named Kreutzer who 
wrote études for the violin. One of the 
symphony’'s most unfortunate disadvantages 
is its measure of conformance to the models 
of classic form. When a composer has the 
misfortune,to have nothing to say and in- 
si:ts, further, upon an immediate repetition 
and elaboration in sequence of each detail 
of this vast and appalling emptiness, the 
knowledge that the whole of this vacuous 
nullity is still to be remasticated in bovine 
fashion is maddening to the listener whose 
technical training permits him to foresee the 
end of the movement; and there are four such 
movements.

WHAT TO DO: AFTER PNEUMONIA. 

HEN a person has just recovered 

from pneumonia he wants to 

know what he shall do. During 

pneumonia the blood clots more 

readily than normal, hence the 

pneumonic patient must be moved With 

care that a blood clot may not break away 

and float off to an area where it would 

do great harm. He must exercise a simi- 

lar precaution to prevent his very flabby, 
wea» heart from stopping suddenly.

The kidneys bear the brunt of pneu- 
monia about as much as the heart does, 
and a fair part of the people having 
Bright's disease should date their trouble 
back to an attack ot pneumonia, 

Generally speaking, convalescent pneu- 
monia patients recover promptly. Their 
lungs are not weakened or changed in any 
way or any more susceptible to infection 
with consumption than if they had had ne 
pneumonia. The late effects of pneu- 
monia are to be looked for in the heart 
and kidneys. 


During the attack of pneumonia the 


sputum must be disinfected by burning. 
But it is much more important to know 
that, after recovery, pneumococci re- 
main in the mouth secretions indefinitely. 
The convalescent should have his teeth 
cleaned; his tonsils put in sanitary condi- 
tion, and in addition he should be careful 
about spitting, for probably in spite of 
everything he can do he will remain a 
pneumococeus carrier, Not infrequently 
he egg ty his own lungs months or years 
later. It is due to this rather than to 
crippled lungs that pneumonia frequently 
recurs. A man has been known to have 
it more than a dozen times. So far as we 
now know the way to stop such recurring 
attacks is te make the most thorough effort 
— to clean up the mouth, teeth, and

FYORRHEA CURABLE DISEASE. 

M. J. B. writes: “My dentist has been 
treating a molar, which hag been loose for 
several months, but only lately discovered 
pus organisms. The upper front teeth are 
separating, and there is a slight discharge 
from the lower gums in front. He tells me 
that he can do nothing, for pyorrhea cannot 
be successfully cured. Is this correct? Is 
ita systemic disease? I went to see a special- 
ist who saye that, while the molar will, 
never be a sound tooth, he can save it for 
years dnd cure the others. He asks $100, 
which seems an exorbitant price, especially 
if it cannot be permanently cured, My ex- 
perience with specialists in medicine has not 
given me confidence in high priced men. Is 
the percentage of persons troubled with the 
disease high?” 

REPLY. 

Pyorrhea is a curable disease. However, long 
neglected pyorrhea cannot be cured, It is the re- 
sult of the neglect which lo incurable, rather than 
the pyorrhea. It is a local disease. It is not 
systemic. It is responsible for most of the loss 
of teeth in grown people. It affecte sound teeth 
and those with cavities without discrimination. 

The way pyorrhea progresses ie as follows: As 
people grow older the bony processes which hold 
the teeth absorb to a slight extent, whereupon the 
gums do not grip the teeth as firmly as before. 
Saliva coses Gown into the spaces left. From it 
small concretions form, both above and below the 
gum line. These lime deposits irritate and in- 
name the gums, and in consequence they pull 
away from the teeth and leave increseing room 
for deposita 


When there are irritated guma 0 
‘posits, and cracks, everything has been made ready 
for bacterial infection. Therefore the next stage 
in pyorrhea is the pus stage, characterized by pus 
welling up te the gum margin from the sockets of 
the teeth.

TOBACCO AND HEARING. 

D. S. H. writes: “I wish to protest vig- 
erously against your reply in New Year's 
day edition of Tus TRIBUNE toa correspond- 
ent who asked about the effects of tobacco 
on so-called catarrh, or bad hearing. Asa 
Specialist on the ear, nose, and throat, I am 
thoroughly convinced that an enormous 
amount of damage is done by constant irri- 
tation to the pharynx, and therefore to the 
Eustachian tube. In fact, I am convinced that 
if, the irritation from tonsiliar infamme- 
tion, bad teeth, and the irritating effects of 
tobacco were eliminated, men and women 
would retain their hearing much longer and 
have a better quality of sound perception. I 
helped to examine 1,000 trainmen on the 
Santa Fs railway two years ago for sight, 
color sense, and hearing. I wae impressed 
and was told beforehand that trainmen, 
from the noises they were subjected to, had 
bad hearing, but after this examination I 
waa compelled to think that the aforemen- 
tioned causes had more to do with the loss 
of hearing in these men than had ever been 
thought of. Illustrating: Nearly every man 
whom I examined, no matter how long in 
the service, if he had good, clean teeth and 
was a nonuser of „ had good hearing.

O great was the outcry raised a few 
years ago in Great Britain against the 
censorship of the stage exercised not 
by the government but by crown, 
the protest to the premier signed 

by Algernon Swinburne, George Meredith, 
J. M. Barrie, Anthony Hope, Bernard Shew, 
Henry James, and others, that it was gener- 
ally believed that it had been abolished, 

What Prime Minister Asquith did was te 
refer the entire question for consideration to 
a joint committee of the lords and the com- 
mons, who, after a lengthy investigation, 
during which some of the leading dramatists 
and theatrical managers were invited to give 
full expression to their views, returned a re- 
port entirely in favor of the maintenance of 
the censorship. 

Thies report was held as practically indors- 
ing George A. Redford, who had held the of- 
fice of examiner of plays for over seventeen 
years. 

Last year, however, the lord chamberlain 
appointed an advisory board to assist the 
censor, composed of himself, Sir Edward 
Carson (former solicitor general, Cel. Sir 
Douglas Dawson, controller of the lord cham- 
berlain's department; Prof. W. Raleigh, and 
. O. Buckmaster, the king’s counsel and 
member of parliament, the stage being rep- 
resented by its two veterans, sir John Hare 
and Sir Squire Bancroft.

That gave general satisfaction. But just 
before Christmas the theatrical world was 
startied (by the news that Charles H. E. 
Brook had been appointed as co-censor 
of plays, with an authority equal to that of 
George Redford, and that the appointment 
had been e by the lord ghamberiain, not 
on the rec endation of the committee in 
question but at the personal irstance ef Mrs. 
Asquith, the wife of the premier, at whose 
house Charlie BrookfieM has always been a 
weltome guest, acting as master of the revels.

It will depend 
entirely upon his taste, his caprice, or upon 
the good will of bis superior, the lord cham- 
berlain. Should either the latter or Hrook- 
geld take any unréasoning dislike to a play- 
wright it js in their power to bar absolutely 
the man's work from production upon any 
stage of the United Kingdom, and the play- 
wright has no redress whatsoever.

MAKE TOO MUCH NOISE. 


Marquis Sees No Hope of Revival 


Until Better Conditions 
Prevail.

BY THE MARQUIS OF QUEENSBERRY 

When I first arrived in this country it 
Was a source of great mystery why racing 
Was so generally. barred and why boxing 
Was under a ban, especially, as wherever 
one went one met scarcely an individual who 
was not at heart a sport lover. After living 
here some months I am beginning to un- 
derstand it is not the general public that 
stopped either of these great games. It is 
not the authorities, but it is the actual en- 
tourage of these sports that killed the geese. 

There has been no racing within reach of 
Chicago since I landed in America so that 
on that point I cannot speak, but there has 
been boxing found and about, and it is 
now clear to any one of ordinary persepicuity 
that it is the boxers themselves who are fast 
killing the game. 

The American sporting public from my ob- 
servation is the most long suffering body 
in the world, but even it must get sick and 
tired of the endless squabbles between the 
various fighters. The present day pugilist 
seems to think the public exists only for his 
personal benefit and to fill his pockets. In 
fact, most of the fighting business nowadays 
seems to begin and end in personal abuse 
through the press by the various champions 
and ex-champions, 


— 

Oh, for some of the qualities of the prize 
fighters of the past, men who loved to win 
a fight for the sake of the victory alone 
and for,the glory that it brought to the 
country to which they Selonged. . Nowa- 
days nearly every big match is marred by 
disputes over picture rights and im. many. 
cases it almost looks as if the actugl fight 
were sacrificed to get the se hagas of sen- 
satlonal pictures. 

It is a bad day for boxing wind the cham- 
Pion heavyweight is harred from fighting 
in one of the principal cities of his own 
country, vet the boxing commission of New 
York is such a représentative body of sports- 
men and has so far interpreted the new box- 
ing laws so well that one can only feel sure 
it has good reasons for its.action. But 
it almost seems as if the right to hold the 
name of champion of the wor'd is slurred 
by the fact the holder of it is debarred from 
fighting in the biggest city of his own coun- 
try. 


—— 

In common with others I see no objection 
to a pugilist having a clear headed business 
manager and naturally there must be an 
organizer or promoter, whether a club of 
an individual, working for a community or 
city which desires to see a big boxing bout 
without the trouble of making a long jour- 
ney, but principals, their backers, and the 
promoters should learn the golden rule of 
not saying too much, and when they wish 
to sign their names to something written it 
should only be at the foot of a receipt for 
money. 


They think by frequent interviews and, 


published statements that they foster the 
interest in the coming fight. On the con- 
trary, at any time, especially such a long 
period before a meeting is to be decided, they 
are doing their cause more harm than good. 

As for the petty jealousies and absurd lit- 
tle differences, they are washing in public 
linen which is badly soiled and are commit. 
ting what is almost an impertinence by in- 
truding themselves so much on ‘those to 
whom they look to support their enterprise. 

If I were a promoter one ot the first con- 
ditions I should make with my champion 
would be that he eke seal his lips till the 
event is over.
